PORTER'S TROUBLES WITH THE CENSUS

After o fierce partisan debate the bill for
the admission of Idaho as u State came to a
vote in the House. With a sclitary excep-
tion the Demoersts did not answer to their
names spd the result was 129 to 1. leed
cotinted & quornm and declared the bill
passed. The Demoorats will make this a
test case, esrrying it to the Supreme Court.

{FROM A ETAFF COREESPOXDENT.]
WasuiNarTuN, April 3.—Idaho has the
distinction of being the first and only State
to secure s majority of a branch of Con-
gress in favor of its admission to the Union
by o counted quorum. Oaly 128 Republic-
ans were presest to vote for the bill. The
Democrais, all save one, reflused to vote,
snd Speaker Reed calmly connted the Dem-
ocrats sitting in their seats until he had made
up & quornm.

Hon. Charles R. Buckalew, of Penunsyl-
wanin, sdhered to hin principle of refusing
to act with his party and refrain from vot-
ing for the purpose of breaking the quorum,
and his was the one vote east in the nega-
tive. It is the Demoerstic intention to
make this a test case.

CAUSE OF THEIR ABSENCE.

Several Republicans are nick‘_ several
others are absent on business or on special
commitiees, but the larger number of ab-
sentees have been enticed by the Jowely
weather, fast orses and the pretty women
1o be seen st the Dennings race course to at-
tend the spriog meeting of the Jockey Club.
Some of these who were ssked to stay at the
capital and vole for the Idaho bill said that
it would not hurt Idaho to wait for awhile,
but the good races, once lost, could never be
seen agsin,

In opening the debate in favor of the ad-
mission of the Territory, Mr. Perkins, of
Eansas, e¢mphasized the assertion that
the onlv objection made to the bill
was that those who believed in and taught
Mormonism in Idsho were disfranchised
He knew that some of the Mormons were
good men, but as an organization the Mor-
mon Church was pernicious and bad, and
ought not to receive the indorsement of any
mao on this floor.

A PLEA FOR NEW MEXICO.

Mr. Joseph, of New Mexien, presented
the claims of the Territory he represented
for admission into the sisterhood of States.
On the ground of populstion, resources, nat-
ursl advantages and devotion to American
citizenship New Mexico was as much en-
titied to Statehood as had been the great
States which had recently added their stars
to the flag, or as were those Territories
which it was now proposed to admit.

Mr. Buckalew, of Pennsylyania, opposed
the Idaho Constitution because it omtlawed
the members of & certain church.

Mr. Oates, of Alabamn, criticised the
ecompulsory education feature of the Consti-
tution, and Mr MeAdoo, of New Jersev,
while denouncing the practice of polygamy,
thought that the Coustitution invaded the
domain of religipus belief.

THE DEMOCEATIC PROPOSITION,

Mr. Springer said that the minority wonld
offor an amendment providing thata new
eonvention be held apd the Constitution
be eubmitted to a vote of the people of the
Territory, as had been done in the case of
Dakota, Montana and Washington. The
smendment required the Edmunds-Tucker
test oath to be taken by every person voling
upon the Constitution. Gentlemen on the
other side said that the provision of the
Jdaho Constitution disfranchising the Mor.
mons was in the line with the Edmunds-
Tucker law. There was a vast difference
between them.

Under that lawnol 10 per ecent of the
Mormons in Utah were disfranchised.
Under the Idaho Constitution not 8 member
of the Mormon Church would be sllowed to
wote. Evena Gentile, if he dropped a
mnicke! into n Mormon eontribution box,
would be deprived of the right of suffrage.
He did not object to the admission of Idabo,
but be thought that she shounid be treated as
the other new Sistes had been treated by
Congress.

A POLITICAL CHARGE.

Referring to the political features of the
measure, he charged the Republicans with
the purpose of admitting territories under
such provisions ns would ensure an increase
of their representation in the Senate. The
minority of the Committee on Territories
represented the people of the United Btates,

It represented the 5,500,000 Dremocrats
who bad voted for Cleveland. It repre-
gented the msjority of the people, because
Clevelsnd had received a popular majority.
And it seemed from the returns from Chi-
capgo, Milwaukee, Schenectady and Roches-
ter thet the Demooratic party was not losing
ground. When November, 1802, came
along the Democratic party would elect s
President who wounld represent the majority
of the people, instead of a man who repre-
sented trusts and monopolies.

A FAMILIAR ATTITUDE.

Mr. Henderson, of TIowa, said that the
attitnde of the Dewoeratic party was s fa.
miliar sight to the comwntry. It was the
Demoeratie party behind it old shield—
a comstitution of its own making, vot & con-
stitotion e by the fathers. The Dem.

CENSUS TROUBLES,

Sgperintendent Porter Fiods That He Has
Ne Ensy Task—A New Bailding Is
Being FErected te Hold tho
Necensary Docaments.

WasHINGTON, April 3. —Superintendent
Porter, of the Census Burean, finds it neces-
sary to stir up the Supervisors of the Census,
who are very slow in making their reports,
only 20 out of 175 districts having been
I_:nni from. Mr. Porter is just now engaged
in loo king over the sub-divisions of the dis-
tricts made by the Supervisors of the Census.
All sub-divisions into enumerstion distriots
must be approved by the Superintendent, and
he is endeavoring, as far as possible, to make
the general average of population in each dis-
trict a'bu:t 1800. He proposes to have the
census taken properly, and, to secure that b
will have tmnlﬂum-lm and plenty of m:fne:
ators. Under the law, enumeration is to begir.
on the first Monday of June, 180, and eaeh of
the 40.000 or more enumerators will be required
prosecute the work each day and make
prompt retums to the Bupervisor.,
entire work of enumeration is to be com-
pleted on or before the Ist day of July. AN
this army of men that are to bezin their house
to bouse vigitation from one end of the country
to the other have to be provided with the neces-
sary blanks so that the retarns will be uniform.
The scledules that are to be placed in their
hands are now ready to be shipped.

WATER IN THE TUNNEL

| —

The Grea: North River Enterprise Meets
With & Disaster—Divers at Work
Trying to Discover the Leak—

The Progress Made.

MPEOIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISFATCH.]
+NEW Yorxg, April 3.—Since last Sunday
morning all work on the New York end of
the North river tunnel has been suspended.
The New York shaft has been full of Hudson
river water, which rises and falls with every
tide. TUntil to-day the accident which has
caused the stoppage of fwork was kept a
secret, but to-day E. W. Moir, the English en-
gineer who is in charge of the work for the
contractors, was found at the shaft amd gave
the particulars. At the footof the shaft 18 a
big caisson 45 by 23 feet, with its roof 35 Teet
below the top of the shaft. From this caisson
the tunnel has already been pushed out 150 feet
under the river. Air engines ara kept at work
night and dayat Ligh pressure to keep ihe

caisson free of water.

At 2:30 o'clock Sunday morning a laborer was
at work with a candle searching for possible
leaks between the timbersof the root of the
caisson which are tightly saulked with oaknm.
His candle sst the oakum afire and in a short
time emoke coming up the shaft told the story.
The shaft was flomled at once to prevent the
fire destroying the caisson, which is entirely
made of timber, Then the engines were
started again to drive out the water, but their
most powurful efforts were unavailing and it
was evident to Engincer Moir that thers wasa
leak in the roof throtgh which the alr
escaped faster tham it could he pamped
in. The pates at the other end of
the calsson bad been left open before the
nceadent, so that the waters of the river had
free access into the tannel at the same time.
Since Sunday two divers have been at work
trying to loeate the leak, and large quantities
of oakum have been thrown into the shaftin
the hops that it would lodge in the leak, but
as vel nothing has beéen accomplishied.

work on tins tunnel has already been In
progress 15 months. From the Jersey end tho
tunnel, where the conditions are more favora-
bie. has been projected more than 2000 feet
under the river.

A SAVAGE MASSACRE.

The Fierce Esa Somali Attack the
British Town of Balhar and

SLAUGHTER THE INHABITANTS

Troops Ordered to the Relief of the Be-
leaguered City.

PRINCE BISMARCE'S BIRTHDAY GIFTS,

Afbert Riward Does Not Look Very Well and FPeels
Poarly.

The Esa Somali, n fierce African fribe,
agaiast whom a British expedition was re-
cently sent without avail, has again ai-
tacked the town of Bulhar, and slaughtered
the inhabitants, British troops have again
gone after them,

. IBY CABLE TO THE DISPATCH.

ADEX, April 3.—The Eaa Somall have
ngain attacked the town of Bullar, and
have slsnghtered the inhabitants. Troops
have been sent to the relief of Balhar
About three months ago the fierce Esa
Somali, who live a little way inland in
East Afries, south of the Gulf of Aden,
made a murderous raid on the British coast
town Bulhar. A naval brigade with two
companies of Indian infantry and 80 native
sappers were accordingly sent srom Aden
to punish them.

The British foree had a very hard time of
it and were on the defensive most of the
time. The Esm Somali are a predatory
tribe of born fighting men, and their foree
of warriors numbers about 1,500, They are
all armed with spears—two for throwing as
assegais, and one for stabbing at close
quarters.

A NIGHT ATTACE.

They only attack at night and they did
not hesitate to throw themselves upon the
British camp in the darkoess. On the first
occasion they killed 13 and woundad 20 befors
they were finally driven out of the camp. They
inspired tho greatest terror in the Indian
soldlers, who are not fond of faving an cnemy
in the night time.

On another dark night they swarmed over the
fortifications the Hritish haa reared around
their tents, and this time they killed 5 men
and wounded 15. The British commander as-
serts that his men inflicted greas loss upon the
enemy, but as the Esa always carry their dead
and wounded away with them, it is hard to say
how severely they sutfered. Intha duy time
the Hritish could not cateh them. The enemy
had the advantage of knowing the lay of the
land exactly and they outwitted the invaders
in every way.

THE LESSON S00N FORGOTTEN.

The British had to content themselves with
killing all the cameis, cattle and sheep belong-
ing to the enemy, that fell into their hands,
and they also destroyed a large number of
woells which they blew up with guan cotton.
Then the expedition went back to Aden with
more than half the fores on the sick list, owing
to terrible hardships and the kish water
then had been compelled to nse,

They reportea that they had taught the Esa
Bomali a lesson they wonld probably not forget
for awhile. But they had hardly settlea in
their guarters at Aden, when word came from
Bulhar that the Esa were on the warpath again
and now comes the news that Iheg have re.
newed their attacks upon the Bulhar people
and inflicted terribile slaughter upon them,
another expedition has been sent out from
Aden against them,

WILLIAM TALKS BACK.

The Emperor Writes n Defense of His
Retirement of Bismarck,

VIENNA, April R—A telegram from Berlin,
which was delayed by the press consorship, an-
nounces the publication of a pamphlet entitled
“He Goes: What Now?" It {s reported that
Emperor Willlam himself was the author

of the pamphlet In “{n case, it be.
trays an intimate owledge of
afiairs. It states that a secret soclety,

including among s members the Em.

ror, Chancellor von Caprivi and General
Eleunmuis. the Minister of War, proposes to re-
concile the Demoeratie ies alienated
Bismarck, and that the mi)emrbu adop
the social theories of le and Taine. It
compures him to Savonarola and Constatine,
and says lie bas taken the new social doctrines
into his own hahds to save the tottering thrones
ot Europe. The pamphlet has caused a sensu-
tion.

At Least One Thonsand Persons Suffering In
the Mississippl Valley — Every
Effert Mado te Relleve
the Destitute.
